SCHOOL REPORT 


DISTRICT NO. 1.—Enrtevp. 


HWicner Derarrmenr. Taught by Parker T. Smith, who en- 
deavored to make the school a success. ‘The progress of the 
school as determined by the closing examination proved that he 
had accomplished his purpose. 

Fatt Term taught by Miss Mary L. Chellis. My expecta- 
tions were fully realized by this teacher. She was devoted to 
her work, and the scholars made most satisfactory improvement. 
Her familiarity with the branches taught and her natural quali- 
fications place her among our best instructors. The school un- 
der this teacher was a success. 

Winter Term. E. D. Libby, teacher. He is a teacher whose 
qualifications and practical judgment fit him for the school room, 
far above the ordinary range of teachers. Good order and thor- 
oughness characterized this school. A tew in this school have 
the most advanced studies of any in town, and in some of the 
common branches it ranks first. The closing examination 
showed that the term had been a profitable one. 

Pemary DerpARrMENT. Summer term taught by Miss Lettie 
J. Nichols. We have no hesitation in pronouncing this school 
one of the most interesting we were privileged to visit. The 
evident pride manifested by the little ones in their teacher and 
their school, their interest in their studies, the general enthu- 
siasm prevalent, all combine with the peculiar fitness of the 
teacher to sustain the good name of the school in the past and 
prophecy for it a successful future. 

Fall and winter terms taught by Miss Lettie J. Nichols. I 
was highly pleased with the appearance of this school. Her 
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good reputation as a teacher was perhaps more than maintained 
daring both of these terms. Rare tact was exhibited in gove 
erning the little ones, and their good demeanor, their bright and 
cheerful faces, and their ready answers gave evidence that their 
school had been one of pleasure and profit to them. ‘The read- 
ing classes and concert reading deserve special mention. 


DISTRICT No. 2.—SHAKeErR Hit. 


Summer. Taught by Miss Lizzie A. Jones. Although this 
was her first school, Miss Jones met with success that might 
well gratify our experienced teachers: The order, interest and 
progress of the school were excellent. 

Winter term under the instruction of Miss Lizzie A. Jones, 
and was all that could be desired, Promptnes: and accuracy 
were observed in all the recitations. This was her second term, 
and judging from her success in this school. experience will 
place her among our best teachers. Good order was maintained 
throughout. A new school house is greatly needed.- The old 
one is unjit for school purposes. 


DISTRICT No. 3.—Jones Hiv. 


Summer Term. Taught by Miss Alice Webster. This was 
the smallest school in town, having but two scholars. Great 
praise is due Miss Webster forthe sustained interest and im- 
provement of the school. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Fanny J. Goss. The labors of this 
teacher were faithfully discharged, and good progress by the 
pupils was made. Her earnest labors and the quietness of the 
school deserve praise. There was a lack, however, of scholars. 


‘ DISTRICT NO. 4.--East VILLAGE. 


Summer term taught by Walter C. Story. We recognize in 
Mr. Story an able and efficient teacher. ‘The school exhibited 
thorough drill in every particular, from the little child learning 
its alphabet to the most advanced scholars in the higher branches. 
We were especially pleased with the faithfulness of the teacher 
¢o the backward pupils. 
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Winter Term commenced by Warren L. Pettengill, a teacher 
. well qualified to instruct a common school.’ At our first visit 
everything seemed to bid fair for a successful school. Disor- 
derly conduct on the part of some was soon manifest, and at 
the end of the fifth week he closed his school. We think he 
lacked firmness and decision in a school of this kind. Had he 
taken a firm stand your committee, and no doubt a large portion 
of the district, would have sustained him in his efforts to main- 
tain good order. Miss Mary J. Clough was engaged to finish 
the term. Although young, yet she showed herself equal to the 
task. Earnest in her work, ready and willing, she succeeded 
in gaining the affection of her scholars and sustaining good or- 
der. We felt satisfied with the progress made during the short 
period of her school. 


DISTRICT No. 6.—Easr Hirt. 


SUMMER school taught by Miss Dora A. Tupper We made 
but one visit, not being informed of the school. It was then in 
good order, the scholars attentive to their studies, and the 
teacher faithfully fulfilling her obligations. 

Fart anv Winter ‘Teacher, Miss Evelyn M. Jones. Miss 
Jones is a teacher of experience, faithful in her work, conside- 
rate and kind to all. Some of the scholars were too uneasy 
The right influence at home would aid our teachers very much 
in making our schools what they should be. As a whole the 
school did very well. 


DISTRICT No. 7.—Oax Hitt. 

SUMMER Taught by Miss Alice M. Flanders ‘The school 
was closed after having been in session six weeks, on account 
of sickness among the scholars The teacher did well and fully 
sustained her reputation as an experienced and successful 
teacher 

Winter term taught by Alice M Flanders, whose excellence 
us a teacher was in no way lessened during this term ‘The 
school was every way satisfactory to the committee and to the 
district. It was an excellent school 
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DISTRICT No 9—CAMBRIDGEVILLE. 


Summer Term taught by Olive T. Hatch. The combination 
in this school of the higher with the primary department pre- 
sents peculiar difficulties to a teacher. The examination proved 
that the teacher had performed her duties faithfully to every 
scholar ‘The mutual attachment of teacher and scholars was 
gratifying, particularly as it did not appear to infringe upon the 
order of the school 

Faux and Winter terms under the instruction of Byron W. 
Pinney During the Fall term the progress of the school was 
quite satisfactory. Good order and thoroughness characterized 
the school. The Winter term commenced very favorably for a 
successful term. Some dissatisfaction however, arose near the 
middle of the term which somewhat injured the school. We do 
not think the teacher entirely to blame, as other teachers have 
had hke difficulties to contend with in this school..
